A discussion took place on the pro- 
ducing powers of our arsenals, in which the 
military and naval element of the House bad 
the lion’s share. Mr. Cardwell laid down 
the principle--which obtains in every well 
conducted mercantile house—that it wag not | 
expedient to keep stores liable to deteriorate, 
especially when they could be produced in 
any quantity, if they should be required. In 
illustration of this remark, he assured the 
House that—so great were their powers of 
production—ammunition equal to the quan- 
tity consumed at Sebastopol could be pro- 
duced at Woolwich, within the short space 
of a few weeks ; sod of smal] arms ammuni- 
tion they could produce two million rounds a 

The Attorney General bas accepted 
the Recordership of Bristo!, and there will 
therefore be a new election for Plymouth 
The charge of bribery at the late Beverley 
election, which was brought against Sir 
Henry Edwards at the York Assizes, bas 
broken down. .

The Government, it will be 
noticed, in fixing the number of elected mem- 
‘bers at twelve have exercised a wise.discre- 
tion, as in the event of any territorial divis 
jons, the Chairman will have the casting 
vote. This idea assumes, of course, that pur- 
ties are equally divided. Anyway the Bill is 
astep im the right direction, for the opinion 
generally holds that a people can only live in 
a debased state of pupilage who live under a 
nominee Government. Once in the enjoy- 
ment of something approaching free repre- 
sentative institutions, British Columbia will 
doubtless show the world that she knows how 
to value her newly acquired electoral privi- 
leges.””

Blame ? 


Eprrok Staxpanp:—The Victoria District 
School having been at length closed, in con- 
sequence, as announced by an advertisement 
in your columns, of the nonpayment of the 
teachers’ salaries, it is important that the 
Public should know on whom lies the blame 
of this lamentable state of affairs. The fol« 
lowing’ statement of facts may assist the in- 
vestigation. 

“The Common School Ordinance, 1869” 
became law on the 13th of March in that year. 
Four months afterwards the Governor's pto- 
clamation defining the school districts’ was 
issued. Three months after thie the Manicipal 
Goce, which under by the ordinance is the 

ocal Board for this city, was called together 
by the Mayor to impose a school rate: Some 
members of the Cuuncil pointed out that. a 
public meeting was a necessary preliminary 
to the imposing of such a rate; but his Wor~ 
ship declared that such a meeting was not 
necessary and should not be held. Accord- 
ingly the by-law imposing the rate was pass- 
ed, and siz weeks afterwards, on the 25 of No- 
vember, was transmitted for approval to the 
Governor, who soon afterwards returned it, 
stating very properly that he could not ap- 
prove of it, as the provisions of the ordinance 
in reference toa public meeting had not been 
complied with. The Mayor being now con- 
vinced of his error the meeting was held 
on the 24th of Dec., and the result reported 
to the Governor on the 4th of January in the 
present year. Thus by a series of unneces- 
sary and culpable delays, the by-law did not 
receive the Governor’s approval giving it the 
force of law until the 26th of January last— 
upwards of ten months after the passage 
the ordinance. So the first year’s revenue was 
sacrificed. > 

The rate became due onthe day of the 
Governor's approval of the by-law ; and Mr. 
Mallandaine was employedto collectit. The 
result will be seen from the following com- 
munication from him, read at a meeting of 
the Local Board held on the 30th ult., at 
which the Mayor for the first time in six 
months presided. 

‘‘Government street. Victoria, 
Aug. 30, 1870. 
Tue Locat Boarp or Epecartioy : 

Gentlemen,—With respect tothe School- 
rate, of which a tést case was beard and de- 
cided by Mr. Pemberton in favor of the Cor- 
poration on the 25th ult., 1 expected ir view 
of that decision that the tax would have been 
readily gotin. This has not been the case. 
The advice of the Counsel employed in the 
case was that proceedings for the recovery of 
the remainder should be commenced within 
the six months of the amount becoming due, 
or at least that complaints should be laid. 
I accordingly lodged the complaints with the 
Magistrate simply for each individual as _re- 
quired by him before the 9th August. This 
alone with help took me four days—836 com- | 
plaints singly, with the exception of about} 
100, as I bad not enough forms; and: to do/| 
this necessitated having some printing done. 
After speaking to one or two members of the 
Board and the Clerk, I accordingly bad print- 
ed 950 forms of complaint (750 at the same 
time for roads) atan expense of $9 (and 
roads $9). The. matter being still urgent 
(and this was the reason of my previous ac- 
tion), after an ineffectual attempt to see the 
Chairman the following week, I took the fur- 
ther liberty of ordering summonses to be 
printed—5v0 forms at $450 (and 500 road 
summonses $450). I had in this case pro- 
cured tenders from both printing offices. In 
the interval of printing these I celled on some 
of the best parties liable to pay the tax; 
and to this date over forty have paid me be- 
sides about 15 paid in the Council Chambers; 
and on the 19th Aug. I prepared a number of 
summonses for those parties whom I foresaw 
it wontd be useles to-upproach otherwise. I 

regret to say that [have hitherto not been 
able to procure the issue of these. The Mag- 
intrete bas bowever this day signed six sum- 
munses io be heard on Monday ; and! hare| 
the promise that others ({[ hope in much} 
reater numbers) wi.l immediately ‘follow. | 
Should the summonses unforiuoately not be 
issued iu greater numbers by the Magistrate, 
it will probably take avother twelve months 
to collect what ia yet due of the tax. It isa 
matter of course over which [have no con- 
trol. I have written simply in explanation of 
any delay that may have been apparent on 
my part, and also in justice to the Board, 
who naturally wish to know what-steps have 
been taken io this important mutter. Next I 
trust to have a better report to make. 
I have the honor to be, gent’a., 
Your obed’t serv’t 
Epw'p MaLianparng.”’ 

It appears, therefore, that eleyen months 
having begn wasted in making the by-law, 
six mouths more were allowed to slip away 
before any real attempt was made to enforce 
it; and then only a single * test case’’ out of 
many huadseds was brought into court. 
This seems*to have had very little effect ; 
and though thecollector appears to have 
undertaken the duty of furnishing informa- 
tions and summonses, which most people sup- 
posed theStipendiary Magistrateand his clerk 
were paid to do,and though 836 separate com- 
piaints have been lodged in court, from that 
time to the present, nearly two months, only 
six summonses have been issued. From this 


part of the story,we learn thestartling lesson | Wyn, McNiff, = 


that persons who have causes to bring be- 

fore the Police Vourt mast provide their own 

informations and summonses. jTbat even then | 
the Magistrate may delay the issue of the 

summonses for as may months ashe many 

choose, ur perhaps not issue them at all, and 

that we may hope to see one year’s rate col- 

lected in the course of about 15 years. 

Let us return tothe proceedings of the 
Local Board. Upon Mr. Mallandaine’s letter 
being read, the general feeling was that im- 
mediate steps should be taken tocompel the 
Magistrate to issue the summonses ; or that, 
if that conld not be -done, the Board should 
acknowledge its went of power and surrender 
the whole matter to the Government. But 
the Mayor again interposed his authority, 
saying—‘*You must not go any further in 
this matter. No doubt Mr. Pemberton sees| 
some loopholein the ordinance, or else he | 
would have signed the summonses. I will 
see him myself and hate a talk with him 
about the matter, and report the result to the 
Council Chambers at 12 o’clock to-morrow.”’ 
No such report was ever made ; and no meet- 
ing has since been held. On Tuesday last, 
the regular meeting day, the Mayor sent 
round a messenger to say that no meeting 
would be held. 

*Such is the plain and unvarnished history 
of the school-rate. A word or two of com- 
ment may not be amiss. It may be asked. 
Why did not the members of the Local Board 
take action in spite of the Mayor? It was 
impracticable. Ifthe heed be sick, the whole 
body will be affected. If the chief motive 
power be waoting, the machine will not 
work. The Mayor,for some reason, which for 
the present J shall leave others to guess. acted 
from the first as an obstructive; and his 
official authority overbore all opposition. The 
miserable result is too well known. If the 
ordinance had been properly carried into 
effect, the by-law promptly passed! and the 
rate promptly collected, the Government 
grant in aid would have been obtained, the 
teachers punctually paid, and the school 
efficiently maintained.
